The Seine, after a slight fall dur- 
ing the day, again was rising this 
evening. ‘The Marne rose consider- 
ably today, flooding the suburbs of 
Bry, Chamigny, Repreux and Nogent, 
causing a thousand inhabitants to 
evacuate their homes and seek refuge 
in Paris. 

The Oise is still on the upward trend 
at Creil, after reaching a maximum 
since the record flood of 1910 at Com- 
piegne.

CAROL'S BLONDE CHARMER 
SAYS WORLD IS UNJUST. : 

Milan. Jan. 5.— Mme. Magda Lu- 
pescu, the blonde charmer whose com- 
panionship has cost Prince Carol of 
Rumania his rights to a throne, broke 
her silence Tuesday in a brief conver- 
sation with a United News correspond- 
ent. 

The harsh publicity of the past few 
days has borne heavily upon this ob- 
scure woman who suddenly has_ be- 
come a subject of breakfast table con- 
versation wherever newspapers are 
read.

It was also recommended in an 
amendment to the crop-reporting res- 
olution that congress reinstate the 
monthly ginning report in place of the 
semi-monthly report now issued, and 
that the first forecast of production 
for the season issued the first 
week in October in conjunction with 
the condition report for September. 


Meetings Planned. 


In its resolution urging reports on 
estimated cost of growing cotton each 
season, the conference asked legisla- 
tion and “suitable appropriation” to 
gather “statistical data on the average 
estimated cost of growing cotton for 
that year, and publish same through 
the crop-reporting bureau in connee- 
tion with its report during the first 
week in October on condition and es- 
timated forecast of production.” 

It was decided at that meeting that 
conferences would be called in each 
cotton-growing state on January 25 
under the supervision and with the aid 
of state agricultural commissioners, 
governors and all other factors in ag- 
ricultural industry. These state meet- 
ings are to be followed by the south- 
wide convention to be held in Mem- 
phis on February 3. 

The meeting, originally called by 
southern state commissioners of agri- 
culture, resolved itself into a meeting 
under the exclusive sponsorship of the 
American Cotton association when the 
agricultural commissioners postponed 
their meeting indefinitely, owing to 
the serious illness of one commission- 
er, the recent death of another, and 
the inability of several others to be 
present. 


Heflin Is Speaker. __ 


Senator Heflin declared that a 
greater return had been realized by 
southern growers on their 1924 pro- 
duction, which was approximately 11,- 
000,000 bales, than they had on their 
1925 yield, which was 14,000,000 
bales. 

“If a farmer can sell his cotton 
at 25 cents a pound, on a basis of 
11,000,000 bales total production, and 
can get only 18 cents a pound on 14,- 
000,000 bales total production—a 
profit of $65,000,000 odd on the 11,- 
Q00,000-bale crop—why doesn’t the 
southern cotton grower so reduce his 
crop output as to assure himself of 
a reasonable profit?’ he asked. 

“Would the Steel corporation spend 
the money necessary and use the ex- 
tra amount of time and material re- 
quired to produce and sell 1,400,000 
tons of steel rails for a less amount 


forest and cut down 1,400 trees when 
he knew in advance that he could get 
more money for cutting down 1,100 
trees of the same size?” 


Attacks Reporting System. 


Senator Heflin attacked the present 
federal crop-reporting system as _ be- 
ing “unsafe and dangerous” to the 
interests of the cotton-growing farmer 
and declared that he-would vigorous- 
ly prosecute his bill now pending in 
congress seeking a change in the meth- 
od of gathering and disseminating re- 
ports on eotton and other agricultural 
products. He discussed the impor- 
tance of preventing the ginning bu- 
reau at Washington from requiring 
the gin reporters in the various coun- 
ties of the cotto) belt to send xin 
reports by wire, adding that under 
the present system of reporting, the 
bureau at Washington required gin 
reporters on the same day that they 
mail out a confidential sepled report 
to Washington to also file in 820 dif- 
ferent telegraph offices to be sent by 
wire a copy of the very same gin re- 
ports sent in by mail. 

Under such a system, said the Ala- 
buma solon, exists the possibility of 
report manipulation detrimental to 
the interests of the produ¢ing cotton 
prcwer.

Robert didn’t return, Russell was 
sentenced to be hanged but was saved 
by being declared insane after sen- 
tence was pronounced. Throughout 
all his court experience he maintain- 
ed that his brother was the one who 
killed Maurer.

THE CAPILLARY CIRCULATION, 

The tone of the arteries, that nor- 
mal and essential state of partial con- 
traction of their muscular coat which 
maintains the blood pressure and the 
circulation of blood, is controlled by 
the vasomotor branches of the sympa- 
thetic (autonomic or self-governing 


nervous system, This tone is least 
manifest about the aorta (great ar- 
tery) and other large arterial trunks, 
which have comparatively little muscle 
in their walls, and most manifest in 
the very smallest arterial. twigs, the 
arterioles, with walls composed almost 
entirel of involuntary muscle. 

As the arteries branch their size 
steadily diminishes,though their total 
cross area becomes larger than that of 
the great artery itself, and so the 
rapidity of the blood current is great- 
est in the large main trunks and di- 
minishes as the channel branches argl 
widens (unlike the current in a river). 
It takes an average of 20 to 25 seconds 
for the blood to complete the circuit 
of the circulation; the rate of flow is 
about a foot a second in the large 
trunk vessels; it is only about an inch 
in a whole minute through the finest 
terminal arterioles. 

The arterioles ultimately branch 
into microscopic tubes whose walls con- 
tain only a single layer of involuntary 
muscle cells and a delicate lining of 
endothelial cells; these ultimate ar- 
terioles are only 1-800 inch in diame- 
ter. Then they lose even the last thin 
layer of muscle and become micro- 
scopic channels surrounding the tissue 
cells, mere spaces between the fibres 
or cells of the organ or tissue, and 
these channels or spaces are. called 
capillaries. The capillaries are, say 
1-¢ inch in diameter, which makes 
the capillaries a rather snug fit for the 
red blood corpuscles to meander 
through, since the corpuscles have a 
diameter of t-3200 inch, and still more 
so for the white corpuscles, for they 
have a diameter of 1-2500 inch, but hte 
white corpuscles have the happy facul- 
ty of squeezing or oozing through 
much narrower spaces than that. 

The pink or fleshy flush of your 
cheeks or finger tips.gs imparted by 
the blood ‘in the capillaries. Press 
gently upon the finger tip with a 
glass and the blood is driven out of 
the capillaries. An instrument based 
on that observation measures the ca- 
pillary blood pressure, which in the 
finger tips is nearly half the pressure 
in the arteries. | 

Of course the capillaries have no 
muscular coat and hence no power to 
contract, such as the arteries and ar- 
terioles have. They have only passes 
through the ¢apillaries very slowly, 
lingering there longer than in al Ithe 
rest of the circulation, and the capil- 
Jaries average only 1-50 of an inch in 
length. 

In the capillaries the important 
business of the circulation’ is transact- 
ed. There the blood delivers to the body 
cells the oxygen the red corpuseles 
have carried from the air in the lungs, 
and takes on a load of carbon dioxid 
to carry back to the lungs. 

All these details may be seen by the 
student. of physiology when the web 
of a live frog’s foot is examined under 
the microscope. ' 

From the capillaries, the blood passes 
on into the smallest venules, then into 
the larger veins and eventually back 
to the right side of the heart to be 
pumped through the lungs again. 

The veins will be the subject of the 
next talk in this series.

Answer.—The nostrum was. found 
to be a weak ammoniacal solution of 
silver nitrate (lunar caustic). I can- 
not say that any ill effect is likely to 
ensue from dyeing the hair with sil- 
ver nitrate, but the nostrum is a ri- 
diculous humbug in that it purports 
to “restore’’ the color to the hair, when 
it merely dyes the hair. 

Bran Muffins. 

I will be grateful if you will print 
your famous Bran Muffins recipe 
again.

Answer.—The recipes others give 
may be for muffins; my recipe is for 
gems. I leave it to the hired man. 
One egg well beaten; a pinch of salt;

Here is the present democratic lead- 
er in the senate, is very popular with 
the older members of the house, and if 
a congressional caucus could make the 
nomination for the party, as in days 
of old, Robinson would quite surely 
be the nominee. 

“What about Cordell Hull, of Ten- 
nessee?” There are influential demo- 
crats all through the nation who say 
he would tbe almost the ideal ecandi- 
date, He has the talents, the expe- 
rience and the political vision to make 
a great and progressive president. 

The notion that no southern man 
can be elected president seems to be 
fairly played out, except with a few 
pot-licker seeking politicians in the 
south itself. You seldom hear that 
now from even a northern republican. 
But the western democrats want to 
name the candidate in 1928 and are 
suggesting that the south join with 
them and take the vice presidential 
end of the ticket. 

The middle western democrats seem 
just now to favor either Congressman 
Henry T. Rainey, of Illinois, or ex- 
Secretary Meredith, of Iowa. If the

There are 
enough automobiles worn out on the 
road between Atlanta and Macon to 
pay the interest and maintenance on 
a sixty-foot concrete boulevard from 
one end of Georgia to the other. 

Nobody knows how muck Icnger 
this tide of tourists ,will eontifiue to 
flow through our state but if we can 
get out of the mud before it stops, 
much of it will pour into our state. 
for we have the fertile fields and 
mild climate they are hunting. 

Let's all get together, forget our

CHAPTER XXNXIITI. 
Georgia Secedes. 

War was a novel and intriguing ad- 
venture to our people in that time. 
There were but few among us who 
had served in the conflict with Mexico 
only 15 years before. Captain Alex- 
ander M. Wallace was one of them 
and he promptly recrtited a company 
and begame its captain, sending to Sa- 
vannah the first contingent that ac- 
tually went to the front from At- 
lanta. 

At the outset there was a géneral 
belief that the war would be a brief 
affair, the real fighting desultory, and 
the losses of blood and life not large 
and alarming. The enthusiasm for 
the war had been’ e.gendered by the 
fiery appeals of statesmen in whose 


wisdom and judgment the people had 
confidence. - 

_ These leaders had been long watch- 
ing jealously the trend of public af- 
fairs and testing the temper of the 
opinion makers of the nation, They 
were, it must be believed, absolutely 
convinced of the wisdom and justice 
of the advice they w, giving to our 
people. They canna bie convicted by 
any impartial student oPéhe times of 
being bellicose “fire-eaters’” and fo- 
menters of war for war’s sake. 

Now, in the cleared atmosphere of 
our day, we can understand that the 
existence of negro slavery in the 
southern states, as a legalized and pro- 
tected institution, was the basic cause 
of that great and terrible war. It 
mattered not with the enemies of that 
institution that it had been gradually. 
forced upon the south by political 
and economic agencies and become es- 
tablished as an incident of a new or- 
der of civilization on a new and de- 
veloping continent. The responsibility 
for its presence in our political and 
industrial policy belongs, veritably 
and historically, even more upon the 
people of the eastern states than upon 
those of the south. The easterners 
were the enslavers and importers of 
the kidnaped Africans and the south 
was the market of the profiteers of the 
slave traffic. All that is admitted 
now by honest historians. 

But the conscience of the civilized 
nations had been slowly _ revolting 
against the system as both inhumane, 
un-Christian and inimical to the in- 
herent rights of mankind. The final 
blow given to the system in Great 
Britain by Chief Justice Mansfield, 
when he decreed that “no slave can 
exist in the free air of England,’’ had 
a powerful reaction in this country. 
It strengthened the scattered senti- 
ment for the abolition of slavery from 
American soil and led to the forma- 
tion of both religious and _ politicaT 
societies to promote that end. 

At the same time there was much 
unvocal sentiment in the south in fa- 
vor of a gradual abolition of the sys- 
tem. But practical means by which 
to do that without serious losses to 
the owners were wanting and agri- 
cultural exigencies Were forbidding: 
The marketable money-producing crop 


of the south was principally cotton 


and the conviction was general that 
negro labor was essential to its prof- 
itable cultivation. Therefore, the 
southern people came to consider any 
attack upon slavery as a direct as- - 
sault upon their subsistence, property 
and means of prosperity. 
The rabid leaders of. abolitionisin 
found fertile fields for their propagan- 
da among the free white laborers of 
the north and the free white farmers 
who were settling and sowing down the 
virgin territories of the new west. 
Both were told, and believed, that 
slave labor in the south was unfair’ 
competition with them and that their 
future prosperity depended upon ail

So “the irrepressible conflict’ - 
nounced by William Henry Seward. 
a wise and wily leader of the eastern 
abolitionists, was not a conflict to.

In that the southern Jenders saw a 
bold and powerful attack upon the 
constitutional rights of the southern 
people and the economic system by 
which their civilization and prosper- 
ity were supported. They warned 
their fellow-citizens to be prepared 
to meet the Armageddon with aboli- 
tionism when it should throw the gage 
of battle into the national arena. 
Standing in congress and in nation- 
al discussions upon the constitution, 
which left to the several states entire 
sovereignty over their local instity- 
tions, and that guaranteed legal de- 
fense of their rights of property, these 
southern men saw the states north of 
the Mason and Dixon line preparing 
to destroy the “local institution” of 
slavery and actually making it a ¢rime 
to aid in the execution of national 
laws providing for the return to south- 
ern owners of their fugitive slaves 
a1 lawful property. 
hese acts of infidelity t sti- 
tutional obligations alarmed ant’ re 
flamed our leaders and they solemnly 
warned the northern people that the

‘he election of Abraham Lin 
As president in 1860 turned the pm 
The. southern people, forewarned, 
sensed almost unanimously that their 
reserved rights and their prime eco- 
nomic institutions were no longer safe 
from hostile legislation and programs 
of destruction issuing out of the abo- 
lition north. In the circumstances 
they saw no security save in success- 
ful defense. That meant war—and 
the war speedily came on. | 
_ South Carolina was the first state 
im the south to challenge the situa- 
tion. She promptly seceded from the 
union and declared her independent 
sovereignty. She summoned to her 
side her sister states of the sonth. 
Greorgia hesitated for a while. Some 
of her ablest sons did not believe the 
case so desperate and irreconcilable as 
South Carolina had proclaimed, But 
they were overridden by the intense 
indignation of the miss of the peo- 
ple. Georgia ‘soon adopted an or- 
dinance of secession. Governor Brown 
acted quickly with military measures 
to enforce it as against the United 
States. The people of Atlanta, as 
we hive recorded, were strongly for 
the secession and no ople in the 
south anywhere backed re to the bitter 
debacle more loyally and sacrificingly.

A Roosevelt Statement. 


“Confirmation still more startling 
came with a speech made by Professor 
Tyler Dennett last year, at the In- 
stitute of Politics, at Williamstown, 
Mass., recently published and_ elab- 
orated by the author in book form. 
Professor Dennett revealed, on the 
strength of a memorandum in Theo- 
dore Roosevelt's own handwriting, that 
the United States had been virtually 
a secret partner in the Anglo-Japa- 
nese alliance. Van Antwerp MacMur- 
ray, chief of the division of far eastern 
affairs of the state department, ac- 
knowledged the anthenticity of the 
memorandum, but denied that it con- | 
stituted a treaty.” 

“My American critics,’’ the Kaiser 
remarked, “have assailed the hypothe- 
sis of the gentlemen’s agreement be- 
tween England and the United States 
on the ground that under the consti- 
tution of the United States the govern- 
ment could enter inte no binding 
agreement of this nature withoxt the 
knowledge and consent of the senate. 
Now it appears that in spite of the 
constitution, an American president 
concluded a secret ‘understanding be- 
tween gentlemen’ which bound the 
United States to a definite course of 
‘action in the pursuit of -its foreign 
policy. 

“If Mr. Roosevelt made a_ secret 
agreement with England and Japan 
on the far east, is it not possible that 
McKinley or his secretary of state, 
Hlay, made a similar agreement with 
England, (Cornelia Hecketer Hulst 
shows what they did!) governing the 
course of the United States in case 
of certain emergencies involving Ger- 
many and Great Britain.

We compre- 
bend the attitude of Ambassador Page 
chuckling with Sir Edward Grey over 
notes from the state department, pro- 
testing as a matter of form against 
Britain’s violations of American 
rights, whereas Germany was held to 
strict accountability for every act 
forced upon her by the refusal of 
Great Britain to abide by the Declara- 
tion of London.

“Mr. Lansing denies the Gentle- 
men's Agreement, but he fails to ex- 
plain why he suppressed the publica- 
tion of the British order declaring the 
North sea a war area, which antedat- 
ed the German decree delineating a 
similar zone. He does not explain 
the tame submission of the United 
States to the British blockade. 

“In the light of the Gentlemen's 
Agreement, we understand the ‘Sun- 
rise Conference’ in 1915 or 1916, in 
which Mr. Wilson vainly urged a dec- 
laration of war against Germany upon 
reluctant members of his own party in 
congress. We understand Mr. Roose- 
velt’s*sudden change of front on the 
invasion of Belgium, the mysterious 
resignation of Mr. Bryan and the 
alarm expressed by: William Joel 
Stone, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations. We also 
understand Mr. Wilson’s cryptic re- 
ply to a committee of the United 
States senate that he hoped the Unit- 
ed States would have entered the war 
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s calag “the ile 
inhuman starvation blockade of the 
central powers. 

“I cannot tell if there was one 
agreement, or a series of agreements, 
if there were lapses between agree- 
ments, or if the permanent officials of 
the state department pursued a con- 
tinuous policy with scant regard for 
changes in administrations. If there 
was no Gentlemen’s Agreement, it 
certainly would seem that both be- 
fore and during the world war the 


policy of the United States was con-. 


ducted as if such an agreement ex- 


isted. 

“Meanwhile Cornelia Hecketer 
Hulst published a pamphlet in 1917 
entitled ‘Our Secret Alliance.” She 
shows that the plan for a world war 
to destroy Germany before 1920 was 
prepared by Cecil Rhodes as far back 
as 1895, submitted to the officials of 
London and accepted by them. Mc- 
Kinley and Hay became cognizant of 
it and, approving it, took sides with 
London as partners in the preparation 
for the world war to come. This was 
done by a Gentlemen’s Agreement. 
Chamberlain during the Boer war 
said in parliament: ‘Alliance, if you 
please—an understanding between 
Gentlemen !’ 

“The theory of the Gentlemen’s 
Agreement is confirmed by evidence 
from many divergent sources, for in- 
stance from South America. The si- 
lent partnership of the United States 
in the Anglo-Japanese entente proves 
that the American government is no 
stranger to such agreements. 

“T am a student of history, and as 
such I shall maintain the correctness 
of this hypothesis, until an unham- 
pered investigation of the secret ar- 
chives of the state department and of 
the confidential correspondence of the 
presidents and secretaries of state, es- 
stablishes the error of my contention.”

For the New York 
Federal Reserve bank to maintain a 
low rate of 3 1-2 per cent with other 
Federal Reserve banks charging a 
higher rate and the member banks in 
this and other Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts getting a substantial profit on 
the money borrowed from the Federal 
Reserve banks and loaned would be 
discrimination against this money 
market for it would eneourage out- 
side banks to borrow here, the effect 
of which ‘would be to ease money 
rates elsewhere at the final expense 
of those who borrow in this market. 

It is possible, too, that the New 
York Federal Reserve bank did not 
increase its rediscount rate last No- 
vember when other Federal Reserve 
banks were doing so for the purpose 
of discouraging excessive speculation 
in stocks, in building, in real estate,. 
for the reason that the New York 
Federal Reserve bank had an agree- 
ment with the Bank of England to 
maintain a low rate here for the pur- 
pose of helping the Bank of England 
check the outflow of gold from Eng- 
land which was conflicting with the 
plans of England for returning on a 
gold basis. It is possible that this 
agreement between the New York 
Federal Reserve bank and the Bank 
of England has expired. Certainly 
with England now losing gold to pay 
for rubber purchased in East Indies 
to sell to us at a very high price it is 
not up to us to maintain a low re-, 
discount rate to help along this trans- 
action. 

As to what effect stockmarketwise 
an increase in the _ rediscount rate 
would have the consensus of opinion

While there is nothing to prevent 
the directors of the local bank from 
raising the bank rate from its pres- 
ent 31-2 per cent level, the lowest 
bank rate in the world, it is highly 
improbable they would take such ac- 
tion now after the usual year-end 
stringency in the money market has 
passed. 

Lowering of the call money rate

BURKE PLANTER 
DROWNS IN POND 
FIXING FISHTRAPS 


Statesboro, Ga., 


January 5.—(Spe- 
cial.) —W. S. Anderson, promi- 
nent Bulloch county farmer, was 
drowned late yesterday in a mill pond 
on his own place about 16 miles south 
of Statesboro. 

Mr. Anderson left home in the aft- 
ernoon and went to clea’ away trash 
from his fishtrap. When he failed 
to return during the afternoon the 
family became alarmed, and his son, 
Lloyd Anderson, found the body of his 
father caught on two logs with water 
pouring over, him. A supposition, 
because of the position he was lying in 
when found, is that Mr. Anderson suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis, fell into 
the pond, and was drowned. 

He is survived by hi. widow and 
11 children, four sons and_ seven 
daughters. He ulso leaves two half- 
sisters and four half-b others.

At about the same time that the 
Colossus of Rhodes was put up, work- 
men in northern Egypt were busy 
building a lighthouse of great height. 
It was placed on the small island of 
Pharos, at the approach to the harbor 
of Alexandria, Egypt. 

The lighthouse of Alexandria was 
not the first to be set up in ancient 
times; but it was by far the largest. 
The exact height is not known, but 
old records indicate that it was not 


| less than 400 feet high, and that it 


may have stood as much as 600 feet 
above the island surface. 

Great bonfires were kept alive at 
the top of this building, and their 


rays spread far over the sea. The 
fame of the lighthouse spread, and it 


was numbered as one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World. The Roman 
writer Pliny leaves this account: 

“The tower was built by the king 
of Egypt (Ptolemy the Second). The 
cost was 800 talents. The object is 
to warn ships away from the nearby 
shoals, and to point out the entrance 
to the harbor.” 

Pliny lived about 300 years after 
the lighthouse was set up. In present 
money, 800 talents would amount to 
about a million dollars. That was a 
huge sum to be spent on a building in 
ancient times. 


S#& centuries after Pling. lived the 
Arabs won power over Egypt. 
kept the fire burning in the lighrt- 
house. Trouble came about, however, 
between the Arabs and the Christians. 
The Christian ruler of. Constantinople 
felt that the lighthouse was a help tuo 
the enemy, and sent a spy to Egypt to 
bring about it ruin, 

According to the story left to us, 
the spy told the Arab ruler that 
treasure had been buried under the 


‘famous lighthouse. The caliph believe: 


him, and ordered that the building be 
torn down. He was later sorry that 
he had given the order; but by that 
time almost half of the lighthouse had 
been destroyed. The Arabs tried to 
put if in good shape again, but did 
not make it so high as before. 

In the year 1375, an earthquake 
shook the tower, and the mass of 
stones fell into the sea.

Q. Our class wonld like to know 
whether the Golden House of Nero 
covered an area of one square mile. 
Our history states that it did.— 
Natalie Warner. 

A. In one sense of the word, the 
“Golden House” did cover a square 
mile of space, but it was not a con- 
tinuous building. It was really a 
group of buildings formed around 
grape arbors, game preserves, bathing 
pools, ponds and waterfalls. There 
was a huge statue of the vain emperor 
himself, which is recorded as having 
stood 120 feet high. A line of pillars 
on one of the palace fronts stretched 
for a distance of 3,000 feet. The main 
banquet hall had a ceiling which was 
turned round and round by hidden 
slaves.. From the ceilings of other 
halls, slaves dropped perfumes and 
flowers upon the guests, Within seven 
years after the death of Nero, the 
walls of the Golden House were pulled 
down. The foundations were used for 
later buildings, among them the baths 
of Trajan and Titus. The grounds 
were given back to public use.

Since the federal trade commission 
made its first report in 1924, charg- 
ing the Aluminum company with sup- 
pressiong competition, frequent politi- 
cal attacks have been made. Secretary 
Mellon was for years a guiding influ- 
ence in the concern and his family 
still owns most of it. 

Stone’s Report. 

February 6, of last year, Attorney 
General Stone, now on the supreme 
court, wrote the federal trade commis- 
sion that he had studied its report 
and adding this comment: “With 
respect to some of the practices com- 
plained of, they were so frequent and 
long continued the fair inference is 
that the company was either indiffer- 
ent to the provisions of the decree or 
knowingly intended that its provisions 
should be disregarded, with a view to

“The conclusion is reached that the

Letters as Death Looms 


Columbus, Ga., Jan. 5.—((#))—In 
each of two Georgia jails are two 
youths waiting to satisfy the law with 
their lives for murder, each pair pray- 
ing for the salvation of the souls of 
the other, each pair confident of their 
vw? repentance and of their accept- 
ance by Jesus Christ. 

One o, these ‘airs. Willie Jones 
and Gervis Bloodworth, have faced 
death three times before, escaping the 
extreme penalty by a technicality each 
time. They are now pinning their 
hopes in the mercy of the governor of 
Georgia. They are under sentence to 
be hanged January 29 for the murder 
two years ago of Howard F. Under- 
wood, a medieine salesman, in Taylor 
county. ‘They are Georgia boys. 

The others, Floyd McClelland, a 


New York state youth, and Ted Cogge- 


shall, an Illinois boy, are awaiting 
death in the electric chair, a mode of 
punishment adopted sinee Jones and 
Bloodworth were first convicted. They 
are to die for the murder of Profes- 
sor W. C. Wright, superintendent of 
education of Putnam county. ' 


Yesterday Jones and Bloodworth re- 
ceived a letter in their cells in jail 
here from McClelland and Coggeshall 
in jail at Macon. ‘The letter from the 
boys in Macon was written, it read, 
to ascertain if they were ready to go 
to their death. The letter expressed 


the hope that the lives of the boys 
here would be spared. 

“But if you all have to pay the pen- 
alty,” continued the letter, “take it 
like men and be content with the be- 
lief in Jesus, and you will be safe in 
His arms.”’ 
the assertion of Coggeshall and 
Clelland that, while they, too, hoped 
for clemency, they were ready to die. 

“It was a nice letter,” commented 
Jones and Bloodworth. “The great- 
est part of it is that the boys are 
ready.” 

Bloodworth and Jones sent a let- 
ter to Coggeshall and McClelland sey- 
eral days ago, in which the shadow 


was still expressed by the boys.
